Omaha, March 19.— Two of the con­ 
victs, John Dowd and John Taylor, 
alias Shorty (tray, who escaped last 
Thursday from the state penitentiary 
at Lincoln, and Roy Blunt, an innocent 
victim of their murderous attempt to 
procure liberty, are dead as the result 
of an excit'ng battle between the ban­ 
dits and officers of the law. 
Charles Morley, the third member 
of the trio which escaped from the 
state prison after killing three officials 
of that institution, saved his life by 
surrendering 
to 
the 
officers, 
with 
whom he had fought a running battle 
over two and a half miles of country 
with horses on the gallop. 
The 
three escaped convicts 
were 
within striking distance of the goal 
which they hoped might make them 
safe when the final desperate struggle 
for liberty occurred. 
They had cov­ 
ered the stretch from Lincoln to with­ 
in ten miles of the Omaha city limits, 
where they had expected to receive 
the protection of friends. 
From the moment of their escape 
the three men had employed the same 
desperate methods to protect them 
selves from recapture which featured 
their escape from prison and they did 
not hesitate at the critical moment to 
attempt to sell their lives as dearly as 
possible 
it was a futile attempt, how­ 
ever, because they were armed with 
shotguns and revolvers, 
while their 
pursuers had a plentiful supply of re 
peating rifles and revolvers.

Every man in the 
party was armed with rifle or revolver. 
The officers caught up to the vehicle 
carrying the convicts near Mowinkle 
school, eight milos from here.

Blunt was forced to lash his horses 
into a run, but 
the officers 
gained 
slowly until they were within a few 
hundred yards of the fleeing convicts. 
Then Chief Briggs' driver, who led the 
rest of the party, refused to drive fur­ 
ther.

W hen they were within IOO yards of 
the pursued men, Briggs and Trouton 
opened fire with their rifles.

In the boller of the locomotive to get 
too low. 
The engine was practically 
new. 
It was in the shops for inspec­ 
tion. 
Besides the thirty-two believed to 
have been killed fifty persons ware in 
jured. 
Those for the most part were 
In remote sections of the buildings 
w recked, for those close to the engine 
or in the main parts of the buildings 
either were killed outright by the ex 
plosion or crushed by falling material 
when the buildings crumbled.
